PROSPECTS GOOD 
FOR AVERTING 
RAILWAY STRIKE 


LONDON, March 24. — The 
prospect of averting a railway 
strike was greatly improved to- 
night, There are still some points 
to be negotiated, but as a result 
of week-end conferences at the 
board of trade; the leaders‘ 
men’ express satisfaction over the 
spirit shown by the government 
for a tangible solution. 

There had been some trouble in 
exactly interpreting the conces- 
sions offered by the government 
to avoid future misunderstand- 
ings, but this now has been work- 
ed out to the satisfaction of the 
negotiating committees for the 
men and it is expected that the 
men will ratify the agreement. 

The government has agreed 
that the whole situation shall be 
reviewed at the end of the year.

| One of the most advanced educational programs ever announced 


taskiwin and Red Deer from 75 cents 
to $1 a day, Lethbridge and Medicine 
Hat from 60 cents to 80 cents a day; 
and Calgary and Edmonton from 30 
cents to 60 cents a day; to increase 
the grants to all high schools in the 
province so that the sum is $1.50 a 
day for each teacher; to hereafter 
provide from the provincial treasury 
$200 a year for every room where 
high echool work is provided for the 
education of non-resident pupils (re- 
pealing the regulations now in force 
that the district from whence the pu- 
pil comes provides 15 cents a day and 
the province another 15 cents a day 
for non-resident instruction). 


Technical Education 

In technical education the four cit- 
ies of Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, Cal- 
gary and Edmonton will get advances 
on a basis of 30 per cent. of salaries 
to the maximum of $6000 and 10 per 
cent. of equipment to the maximum 
of $5000. Towns having 75 or more 
Pupils above the grade of five, the 
government to pay fifty per cent, of 
the special teachers up to $2000, and 
50 per cent. of equipment up to $1000 
in each town. In all other graded 
schools where the special subjects are 
taken up the basis will be 50 per cent. 
of the equipment to a maximum of 
$250 and a bonus of $50 a year to 
teachers doing approved work in these 
lines. 

One of the most outstanding steps 
to meet the rural residence problem is 
the intention for the government to, 
assume one-third the cost of erecting

Consolidation schools will be aided 
in the transportation problem by a 
government grant increase of $1 a day 
where the conveyance is motor driven, 
making a total conveyance grant of 
$2.50 a day. If any consolidated 
school in provising high schooi work 
it shares with the standard appropria- 
tion to all high schools in the prov- 
ince. In addition consolidated schools 
will be offered a new grant of 50 per 
cent of the cost of equipping one room 
with movable seats: so the room may 
be utilized for a community hall. 


Two-Room Schools 

One of the important proposals is to 
encourage districts to establish two- 
room schools which are expected to 
serve the same purposes to a con- 
siderable degree of consolidated 
schools. Double grants will be given 
the second teacher, and a grant of 
$1.50 a day for each conveyance tak- 
ing pupils to school, in addition to a 
50 per cent advance for movable 
equipment in one room designed for 
a community hall. 

Mr. Smith also announced that night 
schools work will be widely extended, 
especially in non-English speaking dis- 
tricts—that there will be a summer 


school for teachers in these same dis- | 


tricts—that special provisions for re- 
turned soldiers include (a) loans suf- 
ficlent to provide normal schools train- 
ing; (b) the same assistance to be 
given sons and daughters of men who 
gave their lives in the war; (c) a free 
summer school of five months for all 
soldiers who desire to brush up and 
prepare for further educational work; 
(d) technical education. 

“It is difficult to please an opposi- 
tion,” said Mr. Smith in outlining the 
estimates for education. ‘‘Many mem- 
bers are still dissatisfied, althoug). our 
educational votes this year show an 
increase of $448,000 for 1919, which 
will mean still larger amounts for 
1920 and following years, because our 
proposals can only become partially 
operative this year. This also omits

CANADA'S CLAIM 
FOR INDEMNITY 
TO BE PRESSED

th Sir Thomas White Says Enemy 


Powers Should Be Forced to 
Pay to the Limit 


OTTAWA, March 24-—@hat Ger- 
many, Austria and Hungary should 
be made to pay as much indemnity as 
possible was the opinion expressed by 
Sir Thomas White, acting premier, 
in the House of Comnons tonight in 
discussing a resolution introduced by 
Pp. H. Du Tremblay, Laurier-Outre- 
mont, to the effect that Sir Robert 
Borden should be instricted to claim 
an indemnity from Gennany corres- 
ponding to the amount ‘he war had 
cost Canada. The acting prime min- 
ister assured the mover of the reso- 
lution and the house that Canada's 
claime would be pressed and that Sir 
Robert Borden had already been sup- 
plied with a stament as to Canada’s 
war expenditures and financial losses. 

H. 8. Clements, Comox-Alberni, had 
a motion caHing for prompt action in 
regard to alien enemies who have 
been imerned. Hon, Arhtur Meighen 
and Hon, J. A. Calder promised that 
undesirables would be sent from the 
country as soon as posstbdie. 

< resolution by H. H. Stevens, Van- 
couver Centre, proposed that people 
of enemy origin ould be kept out 
of Canada for 20 years, and he was 
told by Mr. Calder that the resolution 
involved the whole question of Euro- 
pean immigration which is engaging 
the attention of the peace conference. 
He agreed that anyone who had plott- 
ed against Canada should be excluded. 

A resolution by Hon, Rodolphe Le- 
mieux favoring amnesty to conscien- 
tious objectors was debated at the 
evening seitting. Hon. Hugh Guthrie, 
solicitor general, said that the author- 
ities had dealt with 152 cases of this 
kind. It was probable that conecien- 
tious objectors would not have to serve 
more than the six months’ term which 
had been substituted for the former 
ten year term, 

T. M. edic, Calgary West, ob- 
jected to the manner of the division 
of teh highway grants as being unfair 
to the western provinces. It was 
wrong, he said, to give Prince Edward 
Island as large an initial grant as the 
large western provinces and the sub- 


sequent per capita division would be 


equally unfair to the west. He thought 
the west would be better pleased with 
tariff reductions than good road 


grants. 


ASKS THAT PUBLIC 
WORKS BE STARTED 


Mayor Gale of Vancouver Wires 
That the Situation Is 


VANCOUVER, March 24,—Declar- 
ing that a serious labor situation has 
arisen in this city as the result of 
such a large number of returned sol- 
diers, domiciled before the war in 
other provinces, having come to Van- 
couver. Mayor Gale today sent let- 
ters to Sir Thomas White, acting pre- 
mier, and to the minister of marine 
and fisheries and the minister of pub- 
lic works, calling upon them to bring 
about the commencement of public 
works in this city to furnish employ- 
ment. 

It is essential to furnish work with- 
out delay, otherwise the present dis- 
content among them (the veterans- 
will without doubt take a form that 
will mean trouble to all concerned, 
the mayor said.

H. H. Crawford Devotes Special 
Attention to Telephones and 
Demonstration Farms 


In the legislature Monday afternoon 
the house agreed formally to the brief 
re-committal of the annual budget by 
the Hon. C. R. Mitchell, provinctal 
treasurer, the debate having been ab- 
ruptly brought to an end last Thurs- 
day by the lack of a quorum while) 
H. H. Crawford was speaking. 

The debate was taken up Monday 
by Mr. Crawford, who criticised the 
government for what he regarded as 
unsound financial management. Es- 
pecialiy was he critical of the tele- 
phone department. He attacked the 
travelling expense accounts of the 
department of municipal affairs under 
Hon. W. Gariepy, and scored the ad- 
ministration of the demonstration 
farms of the department of agriculture 
as they were conducted until the pres- 
ent time. He endorsed the plan of 
joining these farms with the agri- 
cultural school system under one man- 
agement. 

Mr. Crawford was followed by the 
minister of education, Hon. Geo. P. 
Smith, the debate being adjourned by 
R. E. Campbell, opposition member 
for Rocky Mountain. The house 
agreed to the postponement of the 
night session Monday, assenting to the 
proposal of the premier that the sit- 
ting be held Wednesday night Instead, 
in order that the members might at- 
tend the Capt. Carpenter lecture. 


Provincial Finances 


Discussing the financial position of 
the province, H. H. Crawford said the 
debenture debt on December 31, 1918, 
reached a total of $31,500,200 and to 
this he claimed the sum of $2,000,000 
must be added by reason of the bonds 
of the provincial univeraity which the 
government guaranteed. 
| Against this indebtedness of §33,- 
500,000 was a sinking fund of only 

he sald the pro- 
vincial debt waa much larger than the’ 
figures indicated, claiming the indir- 
ect liabilities of bond guarantees on 
provincial railways were debts for 
which the government might have to 
make payment in view of the uncer- 
tainty in western railway affairs. 

“Tt is almoet a foregone conclusion,” 
sail Mr. Crawford, “that such lines as 
the E.D, & B.C., the Central Canada, 
the A. & G.W. and the Lacombe & 
| Blindman Valley will shortly be un- 
able to meet their interest charges, 
and the province will be called upon 
to take over these systems which are 
nothing more or less than mere skele- 
tons of railways, and which will not 
have aasets to represent the amount 
of the bonde guaranteed by the pro- 
vince.” 


Material Assistance 

Mr. Crawford thought the province 
had received very material assistance 
from the federal government, the total 
revenue derived from the Dominion 
government since 1905 being $19,612,- 
395. Added to this was $33,202,780 
from the internal revenue of the pro- 
vince, making a total income of $52,- 
815,176 exclusive of borrowings since 
autonomy. 

Under the Rutherford administra- 
tlon when the province was receiving 
a revenue of from 2% to 3 millions 
pearly the government was able to 
show a surplus on income account. 
Under the successive Sifton and Stew- 
art administration with greatly in- 
creased revenues of 100 per cent to 160 
per cent more than the Rutherford 
government there had heen a deficit 
every year as follows: 1914, $146,319; 
1915, $570,441; 1916, $737,199; 1917, 
$492,396; 1918, $643,044. This made 
a total of $2,589,399 in six years. 

Everything that the government 
could find to tax has been taxed,” 
said Mr. Crawford, “and yet the sink- 
ing fund fs only $754,000." He con- 
tended that the sinking fund was a 
sinking fund in name only.

Gasoline From Gas. 


The gasoline engine is only second 
in industrial importance to the steam 
engine—if indeed it is second. The 
uses of gasoline power are multiply- 
ing from day to day and the uge of 
gasoline is consequently 
rapidly with no limit in sight. The 
prairie west is the land of great 
Spaces, vast distances and large op- 
erations. Gasoline for motor and 
power purposes is becoming increas- 
ingly necessary The demand is 
therefore increasing rapidly. One 
farmer in the Edmonton district has 
used 30,000 gallons of gasoline a 
year in his farming operations. 

Aside from a small gasoline produc- 
tion in the Calgary field all gasoline 
weet comes from 
the United States, At present the cost 
to the consumer is approximately 40 
cents a gallon. Half of this cost is 
freight from the producing field. The 
amount of money sent out of the 
prairie west to the United States for 
gasoline is of course enormous and 
Canada's balance of trade and her 
rate of exchange are adversely affect- 
ed in proportion. The natural ques- 
tion is: What can be done about it? 

Gasoline is chiefly produced from 
petroleum in the process of refining 
illuminating oll, When the oll wells 
of the Peace and the Athabasca have 
been developed there will be a local 
supply of gasoline of greater or lesser 
volume and value proportioned to the 
production of oll, But gasoline is also 
produced from natural gas, There are 
certain qualities or kinds of netural 
gas from which gasoline can be ex- 
tracted without seriously lessening the 
value of the gas for purposes of light 
and heat. The Bulletin is credtbly in- 
formed that the product of some of 
the gas wells of the Viking district 
will yield gasoline, and that the flow 
of gas from the Peace River wells is 
rich in gasoline. The proceas of ex- 
tracting gasoline from gas has paased 
so far beyond the experimental stage 
in the Untted States that in 1912, 12 
million gallons of gascline were ex- 
tracted from natural gas and added 
to the national supply of gasoline. 
There are two processes, both simple, 
and requiring a comparatively !nex- 


pensive plant to begin with, units be- | 


ing added as required. One process 
uses compression, the other absorp- 
tion If the gas ie rich in gasoline, 
compression is used. If not so rich 
absorption is the process employed.

ton of coal. The householder who 
| uses 30 tons of coal in a year would 
| use, say 300,000 feet of gas, which 
| could be made to yield from 100 to 150 
| gallons of gasoline, If the Viking gas 
| flela were in full production § there 
|}could be a corresponding production 
|of gasoline, which would help to sup- 
ply the home demand and cut off im- 
| borts from the United States to that 
extent. The Viking field is believed 
to extend from the Battle river, near 
| Wainwright, to the Saskatchewan, 
|near Pakan, a distance of about 100 
miles, The field is too large to be 
|covered by the actual development of 
any one enterprise. If covered it 
| must be by speculative control, not by 
actual development, The towns along 
the three parallel lines of railway 
within a distance of 100 miles, afford 
a market for a large flow of gas, and 
corresponding production of gasoline. 
There should be no hold-up of the 
Viking gas field by any interest or 
clique, and so far as possible in its de- 
Velopment as a gus field the produc- 
ton of gasoline should be provided 
or, 

At Peace River the enormous flow 
of wet gas from the oil wells there 
cannot at present be used in any large 
degree for fuel or lighting purposes. It 
is to be hoped that plants will be in- 
stalled without delay to save the gas- 
oline that is now being blown into the 
air with the escaping gas. It might be 
that the gasoline contents of the gas 
ig sufficient to warrant the wasting of 
the gus for the eake of the gasoline.

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Big Audience Hears Story of 


Greatest Naval Undertaking 


McDougall auditorium was filled to 
capacity last night to hear Edmonton's 
distinguished visitor, Capt. Alfred T. 
. Carpenter, V.C., R.N., commander 
f the Vindictive, and leader of the 
famous expedition which succeeded in 
blocking the German submarine base 
at Zeebrugge. The story is one of the 
most wonderful in the naval history of 
the world and the recital illustrated 
by lantern slides held the audience 
spellbound for nearly three hours. 

The chairman was Lieut.~Governor 
Brett, who briefly introduced the lec- 
turer. When the latter stepped on the 
platform he was given a tremendous 
ovation. His smile and frank and 
open presence made a very pleasing 
impression. He has a clear voice and 
spoke in a fluent manner. 

The operation was made clearer by 
means of lantern slides from actual 
photos of the naval base and the ships. 
The talk was divided into two parts, 
first the difficulties which stood in the 
way, and preparations necessary; sec- 
ond, the story of the storming of the 
Mole and the successful blocking of 
the Bruges canal, 

Five and a half months of especial 
training was necessary for the men 
before the event could take place, a 
large number of seamen had to be 
trained and these men had to be 
trained without knowing what was to 
take place. Every seaman that took 
the training volunteered readily. Two 
attempts were made to storm the 
Mole, but owing to adverse weather 
conditions they had to be abandoned, 
and it was upon the third attempt 
that it proved successful. 

Captain Carpenter's description of 
the Mole, of seemingly an impossible 
feat to perform, of climbing the 
iwenty-nine foot wall and silencing 
the great German battery of 3 heavy 
runs, without which being done the 
ships could not pass into the channel, 
was a vivid portrayal of the tremen- 
lous obstacles which had to be over- 
“ome. 

“One of the greatest features or 


miracles of the night” the speaker 
sal, “was the escape of the submar- 
ine crew which was detailed to blow 
up the railway running along the 
mole.” Another of the miracles was 
the way the men climbed on to the 
Mole down the 16-foot walk and back 
again to the ship “Vindictive” carry- 
ing the wounded men with them. 
Out of the 400 men who went into 
the Mole all came back except 12, 
who were either severely wounded or 
were killed. 

High tribute was paid to the bravery 
of the men, by the speaker. 
were true heroes to the very end. It 
was not the fog screen which was 
planned to help in the attack which 
brought victory, not the torpedoes, nor 
the guns, but the men themselves. 

The lecturer's allusions to the Ger- 
man fleet betrayed the deep scorn and 
contempt with which it is regarded 
by British sailors. “Germany only 
came out once in the war to meet our 
fleet,” he said, “and that was to sur- 
render;" also, “the German fleet never 
had any traditions, now they have 
one legs.” 

There was no doubt about the com- 
plete success of the enterprise. Photo- 
graphs taken show that two of the 
block ships are in the mouth of the 
Bruges canal, well inside the shore 
line, and lying diagonally across the 
chanel, The third is outside the canal 
mouth, blocking the greater part of 
the channel across the harbor. The 
bottoms having been blown out of the 
ships, they are now simply great 
masses of concrete.

In closing, Captain Carpenter said: 
“What we must be sure of is that 
the spirit which animated these men 
shall be continued by the coming 
generations, so that when the peace 
of the world is next threatened, there 
will be men capable of maintaining 
the glorious traditi@s of our army 
and navy.”

Young Woman Committed to In- 
sane Asylum as Result of 
Struggle 


After trying her best to lead a 
straight life and bring up her Iitle 
four-year-old child decently, a young 
Edmonton woman finally broke down 
and was on Saturday committed to the 
insane asylum by Magistrate Murphy. 

The case brought tears to the eyes 
even of the lawyers who were present 
during the committment. The wo- 
man on Friday of last week tried to 
murder her little child. She was 
working at a place in town and had 
taken the child with her. She states 
that she took her out and put her on 
;the street car track and then went 
back to watch the car run over her. 
But as stated admist insane hysterical 
shriekings “the little monkey saw the 
car coming and got off the track.” 

The child js illegitimate and the 
mother had tried to support her by 
taking in washing and doing such 
work as she could get. The woman 
and her child had had nothing to eat 
for two days when they were taken 
to the court.

So much did she 
love her that she said she would 
rather kill her than be separated from 
her, and believing that she could no

Distinguished Andience Hears 
Hero of Zeebrugge Officer at 
Noon-day Luncheon 


The large dining hall of the Mac- 
donald hotel was crowded at noon on 
Monday to see and near Capt. Alfred 
Carpenter, V.C., R.N., hero of the 
“Vindictive’ which played a_ great 
part in the attack on Zeebrugege last 
year, The audience was a distin- 
guished one and included Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor Brett, Premier Stewart, mem- 
bers of the Albertqacabinet, Chief Jus- 
tlee Harvey, Lieut..Col. R. H. Palmer 
and officers of the 49th Battalion, 
Mayor Clarke and others, 

President 8S. H. Smith tn Introduc- 
ing Capt. Carpenter referred to him 
as being the hero in one of the great- 
est naval feats the world has ever wit- 
nessed or ever wil] witness, Captain 
Carpenter on rising was received with 
prolonged applause. In opening he 
modestly said that he did not regard 
the enthusiasm with which he had 
been received as a tribute so much to 
himself as to all the men who had 
taken part in the Zeebrugge affair, 
just as the reception to the 49th last 
Saturday was a tribute to ail the men 
who had gone from Edmonton. 

Speaking on British Navy. 

Captain Carpenter said he was mak- 
jing a tour of Canada at the request 
j}of the Canadian government, and was 
speaking on the British Navy and Its 
Future. The question, which was not a 
political one, was “What can Canada 
do to safeguard her own interests and 
the interests of the Empire?" The war 
had taught much, One of the lessons 
was that the navy on the shores of 
Britain, 3,000 miles away, was Can- 
ada’s greatest safeguard in the past 
four years. In the near future Admir- 
al Jellico was also making a tour of 
Canada and the views that he will re- 
ceive from prominent men will be con- 
veyed back to the British government. 

“The high seas fleet waited for 
years for the Germans to come out,” 
said Capt. Carpenter, “but.the enemy 
only came out once, and that was to 
surrender.” Speaking of the Jutland 
battle, which was the only real naval 
fight during the war, the speaker said 
the Germans claimed 
they always did when they got what 
they wished, and in this case their 
wish wns to break off action and get 
back to harbor as quickly as possible 
There had been some criticism of the 
action of the British commander in 
this fight, but Captain Carpenter said 
it was well to remember that criti- 
| aiems of this kind are frequently by 
| parties who have axes to grind. 

The Zeebrugge Affair. 

Referring more particularly to the 
Zeebrugee affair, Captain Carpenter 
said it was a big operation in every 
way. The man to whom credit should 
| be given was Vice-Admiral Sir Roger 
| Keyes, as the operations were all un- 
| der his direction, and if they had fail- 
ed he would have been the butt of the 
nation’s criticism. But the affair was 
a huge success in every way and it was 
brought about by the intimate co-op- 
eration between officers and men and 
\‘between the different craft engaged. 
All had absolute confidence in each 
; other. The results were that 23 Ger- 
}\man destroyers and 12 submarines 
were bottled up in Zeebrugge for five

FLAG FLYING 
ON MENNONITE 
“SCHOOLHOUSES 
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Department Insisted on It — Also 
That Children March in 
Line 


The situation regarding the estab- 
lishment of Mennonite schools in the 
province was dealt with in a decisive 
manner In the legislature on Monday 
afternoon by Hon, G, P. Smith, The 
minister of education showed in very 
definite terms on what uncompromis- 
ing conditions the Mennonite colonists 
accepted the establishment of Alberta 
schools in their midst. In all there 
were eleven settlements of these peoo- 
ple, five being in the Lethbridge in- 
spectorate, three In the Macleod in- 
}@pectorate, and three in the Three 
Hills inspectorate, 

In two of these districts thy chil- 
dren came in Jlast July, in seven the 
| families came in November ani De- 
cember and in the remaining two the 
children are coming in April In each 
case these colonies settied In prac- 
tically unorganized districts. Telling 
the house the exact situation as it ex- 
isted, Mr. Smith said: 

“As fast as the parents came, with- 
out waiting for the children, 1 signed 
| orders erecting public schcol Aistricts, 
appointed the inspector as  ofiicial 
truetee in each case and he called for 
tenders at once for the erection of 
school bulldings and a teacher's resi- 
dence {n each case, 

“In some cases everything was 
ready and a tea@her engaged before 
the women and children arrived, 

“Today nine schools out of the 
eleven are in actual operation. The 
| children of the other two settlements 
| will arrive next month and the end of 
that same month will see the whole 
eleven schools in full operation. 

“In every case there is a schoo! that 
from $2,000 to 2,100, and a 
| teacher's residence that cost from 
| $1,050 to $1,150. In every case the 
teacher is being paid a salary of 
/ $1,000 a year with free house and 
fuel. 

“There have been irreeponeible ru- 
mors of special privileges of German 
language and text-books and other 
nonsense,

| concessions: They wanted, at first, 
| their own teachers and language;

MURDER WEST 


IS REPORTED 


Perpetrator of Deed Gives Him- 
self up to Police—Is Commit- 
ted to Stand Trial |

Canadian Wheat To Be 
Barred from Europe? 


The Toronto ‘‘News,’’ perhaps 
the most vigorous supporter of the 
Union Government, in a recent 
issue gave publicity on its front 
page to some information regard- 
ing the prospect before the Cana- 
dian wheat grower which is de- 
serving of attention. 

The Washington correspondent 
of the ‘‘News’’ pointed out in a 
dispatch that the agricultural bill 
recently passed by Congress does 
not prohibit the importation of 
wheat into the United States, but 
authorizes its prohibition by exe- 
cutive order in case the President 
sees fit to issue it. The Grain Cor- 
poration, located in New York, a 
subsidiary of the United States 
Food administration, acting under 
authority of s former executive 
order is refusing to consider appli- 
cations for permission to import 
wheat into the United States for 
milling purposes. He adds ‘‘ As the 
Tnited States Government has 
guaranteed the price for this 
year’s crop in excess of the normal 
market price, it is not likely that 
any restrictions on the importa- 
tion of wheat will be removed 
until the market price reaches the 
price the United States has agreed 
to pay.’’ 

The special Ottawa correspon- 
dent of the ‘‘News’’ interviewed 
the Department of Agriculture 
there in reference to this dispatch, 
and elicited the following informa- 
tion: ‘‘The Canadian Department 
‘‘of Agriculture is not surprised 
‘over the restriction which the 
‘*American Government has plac- 
‘fed on the importation of wheat 
‘into the Republic. Having guar- 
‘tanteed the price of wheat, which 
‘will probably result in an enorm- 
‘four loss to the American  treas- 
‘fury, the American Government 
‘‘naturally wishes to preserve the 
‘‘home market for its own farmers. 


‘Recently they have stopped seed | 


‘‘wheat entering the United 
‘States from Canada.”’ 

He continues, ‘‘It is admitted at 
“Ottawa that if the restrictions 
‘‘are continued this fall it may be 
‘‘a serious matter for the Domin- 
“ion and may result in the worst 
**blockade in the history of Wes-

‘*tern Canada.’’ Usually at least 
half of the Western crop goes via 


Buffalo and the ports of New York 
and Baltimore. ‘‘It is feared that 
‘‘not only will the importing re- 
‘‘strictions be continued, but that 
‘the privilege of shipping in bond 
‘through the United States may 
‘‘be refused. In that case all the 
‘wheat will have to go by Cana- 
‘‘dian ports, and Canadian ports 
‘fare not equipped to handle all 
‘‘the wheat of the West in the 
‘year of a big crop.’”’ 

These dispatches cdénfirm the 
expectation that has prevailed 
widely for some time, that as the 
United States Government had 
guaranteed the price of wheat and 
the Canadian government had not 
done so the United States author- 
ities would probably take meas- 
ures to prevent Canadian wheat 
going into that country. This 
action has already been taken. The 
importation of seed wheat has 
been stopped, Ottawa announces; 


while the New York report says | 
that applications for permission to | 


import wheat for milling purposes 
are being disregarded by the food 
administration. Canadian wheat, it 
appears, therefore, is at present, 
and is likely to be for some time, 
absolutely prohibited from entry 
into the United States. 

The statement by the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa contains the further un- 
welcome information that the 
privilege of shipping Canadian 
wheat through the United States 
in bond is likely to be withdrawn. 
This is the more surprising because 
some concession was given to the 
United States by which not only 
is American grain allowed to 
reach the Atlantic by the Cana- 
dian route, but American grain 
dealers were allowed to fill the 


terminal elevators at Port Arthur} 


and Fort William and keep them 
full during the past winter; with 
the result that half Western Can- 
ada’s last year’s wheat crop is 
still in Western Canada. It might 
have been supposed that in return 
for this large concession our Gov- 
ernment would have secured from 
Washington some assurance that 
the privilege of shipping Canadian 
wheat over U.S. routes would not 
be withdrawn. Any, such supposi- 
tion is dispelled by this announce- 
ment from Ottawa. While there is 
no indication as to when the priv- 
ilege enjoyed by the American 
grain interests to blockade the 


it is plainly implied in this state- 
ment that there is no obligation of 
any kind to prevent the United 
States Government closing United 
States routes to Canadian grain. 


For whatever reason the American | 


dealers were allowed to blockade 

| the Canadian routes there was no 
reciprocal condition that the Am- 
erican routes should not also be 
blocked to Canadian grain; which 
our Government says it expects 
will be done, 

This announcement should disil- 
lusionise any one who has been 
laboring under the impression that 
the United States was taking an 


attitude other than that of self-| 


interest in regard to the European 
market. It is indicated here as 
plainly as could be that Ottawa 
does not expect the United States 
Government to take any course to- 
ward Canada other than the tra- 
ditional attitude of a keen business 
concern toward a competitor. It is 
admitted that the United States 
can shut Canada out of the Euro- 
pean market, if not absolutely, to 
an extent great enough to utterly 
demoralize the wheat market in 
Canada and destroy the opportun- 
ity of our farmers securing the 
share they should get of the bene- 
fit to be derived from supplying 
hungry Europe with wheat.Ottawa 
expects, according to this dispatch, 
that this power to blockade Cana- 
dian wheat will be used to the 
limit. 

Just what may have been the 
purpose of ' the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture in making this 
announcement at this particular 
time, or of its Toronto supporter 
in giving it such strong publicity, 
is not clear. If the purpose were 
to warn Western farmers against 
sowing wheat this spring the 
warning could hardly be present 


}it is only fair that the warning 
{should be given before the farmer 


The substance of the 
official view thus presented is that 
if Western farmers persist in sow- 
ing wheat this spring they will
